Genesis 3:14 - 15 14 So the Lord God said to the serpent," Because you have done this, you are 
cursed more than all cattle, and more than every beast of the field; on your belly you shall go and 
you shall eat dust All the days of your life. 15 And I will put enmity between you and the woman, 
and between your seed and her seed; he shall bruise your head and you shall bruise His heel." 
Matthew 1:1-17 ^he book of the genealogy of Jesus Christ, the Son of David, the Son of Abraham: 
2 Abraham begot Isaac, Isaac begot Jacob, and Jacob begot Judah and his brothers. 3 Judah begot 
Perez and Zerah by Tamar, Perez begot Hezron, and Hezron begot Ram. 4 Ram begot Amminadab, 
Amminadab begot Nahshon, and Nahshon begot Salmon. 5 Salmon begot Boaz by Rahab, Boaz begot 
Obed by Ruth, Obed begot Jesse, 6 and Jesse begot David the king. David the king begot Solomon by 
her who had been the wife of Uriah. 7 Solomon begot Rehoboam, Rehoboam begot Abijah, and 
Abijah begot Asa. 8 Asa begot Jehoshaphat, Jehoshaphat begot Joram, and Joram begot Uzziah. 
9 Uzziah begot Jotham, Jotham begot Ahaz, and Ahaz begot Hezekiah. 10 Hezekiah begot Manasseh, 
Manasseh begot Amon, and Amon begot Josiah. n Josiah begot Jeconiah and his brothers about the 
time they were carried away to Babylon. 12 And after they were brought to Babylon, Jeconiah begot 
Shealtiel, and Shealtiel begot Zerubbabel. "Zerubbabel begot Abiud, Abiud begot Eliakim, and 
Eliakim begot Azor. 14 Azor begot Zadok, Zadok begot Achim, and Achim begot Ehud. 15 Eliud begot 
Eleazar, Eleazar begot Matthan, and Matthan begot Jacob. 16 And Jacob begot Joseph the husband of 
Mary, of whom was born Jesus who is called Christ. 17 So all the generations from Abraham to 
David are fourteen generations, from David until the captivity in Babylon are fourteen generations, 
and from the captivity in Babylon until the Christ are fourteen generations. VERSE 17 is a summary 
of Joseph's lineage

fallen? 7 If you do well, will you not be accepted? And if you do not do well, sin lies at the door. And 
its desire is for you, but you should rule over it."

PARAGRAPH #1 1 

1 Peter 1:18-25 "knowing that you were not redeemed with corruptible things, like silver or gold, 
from your aimless conduct received by tradition from your fathers, "but with the precious blood of 
Christ, as of a lamb without blemish and without spot. 20 He indeed was foreordained before the 
foundation of the world, but was manifest in these last times for you 21 who through Him believe in 
God, who raised Him from the dead and gave Him glory, so that your faith and hope are in God. 
22 Since you have purified your souls in obeying the truth through the Spirit in sincere love of the 
brethren, love one another fervently with a pure heart, 23 having been born again, not of corruptible 
seed but incorruptible, through the word of God which lives and abides forever, 24 because "All flesh is 
as grass and all the glory of man as the flower of the grass. The grass withers and its flower falls away, 
25 but the word of the Lord endures forever." Now this is the word which by the gospel was preached 
to you. 

Luke 2:8-12 8 Now there were in the same country shepherds living out in the fields, keeping 

watch over their flock by night. 9 And behold, an angel of the Lord stood before them, and the glory 

of the Lord shone around them, and they were greatly afraid. 10 Then the angel said to them, "Do not 

be afraid, for behold, I bring you good tidings of great joy which will be to all people. u For there is 

born to you this day in the city of David a Savior, who is Christ the Lord. 12 And this will be the sign 

to you: You will find a Babe wrapped in swaddling cloths, lying in a manger." 

Matthew 1:18 18 Nowthe birth of Jesus Christ was as follows: After His mother Mary was betrothed 

to Joseph, before they came together, she was found with child of the Holy Spirit. 

Matthew 1:23 23 "Behold, the virgin shall be with child, and bear a Son, and they shall call His name 

Immanuel," which is translated, "God with us." 

PARAGRAPH #1 2 

Matthew 27:32 - 40 32 Now as they came out, they found a man of Cyrene, Simon by name. Him they 
compelled to bear His cross. 33 And when they had come to a place called Golgotha, that is to say, 
Place of a Skull, 34 they gave Him sour wine mingled with gall to drink. But when He had tasted it, He 
would not drink. 35 Then they crucified Him, and divided His garments, casting lots, that it might be 
fulfilled which was spoken by the prophet: "They divided my garments among them and for my 
clothing they cast /o£s." 36 Sitting down, they kept watch over Him there. 37 And they put up over His 
head the accusation written against Him: THIS IS JESUS THE KING OF THE JEWS. 38 Then two 
robbers were crucified with Him, one on the right and another on the left. 39 And those who passed 
by blasphemed Him wagging their heads 40 and saying,"You who destroy the temple and build it in 
three days, save yourself! If you are the Son of God, come down from the cross." 
John 3:16 "For God so loved the world that He gave His only begotten Son, that whoever believes 
in Him should not perish but have everlasting life. 

2 Corinthians 5:21 21 For He made Him who knew no sin to be sin for us, that we might become the 
righteousness of God in Him.

Matthew 8:14 - 17 14 Now when Jesus had come into Peter's house, He saw his wife's mother lying 
sick with a fever. 15 So He touched her hand, and the fever left her. And she arose and served them. 
16 When evening had come they brought to Him many who were demon-possessed. And He cast out 
the spirits with a word, and healed all who were sick, 17 that it might be fulfilled which was spoken by 
Isaiah the prophet, saying: "He Himself took our infirmities and bore our sicknesses." 
Matthew 8:23 - 27 23 Now when He got into a boat, His disciples followed Him. 24 And suddenly a 
great tempest arose on the sea, so that the boat was covered with the waves. But He was asleep. 
25 Then His disciples came to Him and awoke Him, saying, "Lord, save us! We are perishing!" 26 But He 
said to them, "Why are you fearful, you of little faith?" Then He arose and rebuked the winds and 
the sea, and there was a great calm. 27 So the men marveled, saying, "Who can this be, that even the 
winds and the sea obey Him?" 

Matthew 9:27 - 31 27 When Jesus departed from there, two blind men followed Him, crying out and 
saying, "Son of David, have mercy on us!" 28 And when He had come into the house, the blind men 
came to Him. And Jesus said to them, "Do you believe that I am able to do this?" They said to Him, 
"Yes, Lord." 29 Then He touched their eyes, saying, "According to your faith let it be to you." 30 And 
their eyes were opened. And Jesus sternly warned them, saying, "See that no one knows it." 31 But 
when they had departed, they spread the news about Him in all that country. 
John 11:38 - 44 38 Then Jesus, again groaning in Himself, came to the tomb. It was a cave, and a 
stone lay against it. 39 Jesus said, "Take away the stone." Martha, the sister of him who was dead, 
said to Him, "Lord, by this time there is a stench, for he has been dead four days." 40 Jesus said to 
her, "Did I not say to you that if you would believe you would see the glory of God?" 41 Then they 
took away the stone from the place where the dead man was lying. And Jesus lifted up His eyes and 
said, "Father, I thank you that you have heard Me. 42 And I know that you always hear me, but 
because of the people who are standing by I said this, that they may believe that You sent me." 
43 Now when He had said these things, He cried with a loud voice, "Lazarus, come forth!" 44 And he 
who had died came out bound hand and foot with grave clothes, and his face was wrapped with a 
cloth. Jesus said to them, "Loose him, and let him go." 

Matthew 8:16 "When evening had come, they brought to Him many who were demon-possessed. 
And He cast out the spirits with a word, and healed all who were sick. 

1 Timothy 2:5 - 6 5 For there is one God and one Mediator between God and men, the Man Christ 
Jesus, 6 who gave Himself a ransom for all, to be testified in due time. 

PARAGRAPH #14 

Exodus 20:1 - 17 *And God spoke all these words, saying: 2 "I am the Lord your God, who brought 
you out of the land of Egypt, out of the house of bondage. 3 "You shall have no other gods before Me. 
4 "You shall not make for yourself a carved image — any likeness of anything that is in heaven above, 
or that is in the earth beneath, or that is in the water under the earth; 5 you shall not bow down to 
them nor serve them. For I, the Lord your God, am a jealous God, visiting the iniquity of the fathers 
upon the children to the third and fourth generations of those who hate me, 6 but showing mercy to 
thousands, to those who love me and keep my commandments. 7 "You shall not take the name of 
the Lord your God in vain, for the Lord will not hold him guiltless who takes His name in vain. 
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8 "Remember the Sabbath day, to keep it holy. 9 Six days you shall labor and do all your work, 10 but 
the seventh day is the Sabbath of the Lord your God. In it you shall do no work; you, nor your son, 
nor your daughter, nor your male servant, nor your female servant, nor your cattle, nor your 
stranger who is within your gates. n For in six days the Lord made the heavens and the earth, the 
sea, and all that is in them, and rested the seventh day. Therefore, the Lord blessed the Sabbath day 
and hallowed it. 12 "Honor your father and your mother, that your days may be long upon the land 
which the Lord your God is giving you. 13 "You shall not murder. 14 "You shall not commit adultery. 
ls "You shall not steal. ""You shall not bear false witness against your neighbor. 17 "You shall not 
covet your neighbor's house; you shall not covet your neighbor's wife, nor his male servant, nor his 
female servant, nor his ox, nor his donkey, nor anything that is your neighbor's." 
1 John 1:8 - 9 8 If we say that we have no sin, we deceive ourselves and the truth is not in us. 9 If we 
confess our sins, He is faithful and just to forgive us our sins and to cleanse us from all 
unrighteousness. 

John 3:16 - 17 16 For God so loved the world that He gave His only begotten Son, that whoever 
believes in Him should not perish but have everlasting life. "For God did not send His Son into the 
world to condemn the world, but that the world through Him might be saved. 

PARAGRAPH #15 

Romans 10:9 - 10 9 That if you confess with your mouth the Lord Jesus and believe in your heart 

that God has raised Him from the dead, you will be saved. 10 For with the heart one believes unto 

righteousness and with the mouth confession is made unto salvation. 

Mark 16:16 16 He who believes and is baptized will be saved; but he who does not believe will be 

condemned. 

PARAGRAPH #17 

Matthew 16:16 "Simon Peter answered and said, "You are the Christ, the Son of the living God." 
Acts 2:14 - 41 14 But Peter, standing up with the eleven, raised his voice and said to them, "Men of 
Judea and all who dwell in Jerusalem, let this be known to you, and heed my words. 15 For these are 
not drunk, as you suppose, since it is only the third hour of the day. 16 But this is what was spoken by 
the prophet Joel: 17 'And it shall come to pass in the last days, says God, that I will pour out of my Spirit 
on all flesh; Your sons and your daughters shall prophesy, your young men shall see visions, your old 
men shall dream dreams. 18 And on my menservants and on my maidservants I will pour out my Spirit 
in those days; and they shall prophesy. 19 1 will show wonders in heaven above and signs in the earth 
beneath: Blood and fire and vapor of smoke. 20 The sun shall be turned into darkness, and the moon 
into blood, before the coming of the great and awesome day of the Lord. 21 And it shall come to pass 
that whoever calls on the name of the Lord shall be saved. ' 22 "Men of Israel, hear these words: Jesus of 
Nazareth, a man attested by God to you by miracles, wonders, and signs which God did through Him 
in your midst, as you yourselves also know — 23 Him, being delivered by the determined purpose and 
foreknowledge of God, you have taken by lawless hands, have crucified, and put to death; 24 whom 
God raised up, having loosed the pains of death, because it was not possible that He should be held 
by it. 25 For David says concerning Him: 'I foresaw the Lord always before my face, for He is at my 
right hand, that I may not be shaken, therefore my heart rejoiced and my tongue was glad; moreover 
my flesh also will rest in hope. 27 For you will not leave my soul in Hades, nor will you allow Your Holy 
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One to see corruption. 28 You have made known to me the ways of life; you will make me full of joy in 
Your presence. 29 "Men and brethren, let me speak freely to you of the patriarch David, that he is both 
dead and buried, and his tomb is with us to this day. 30 Therefore, being a prophet, and knowing that 
God had sworn with an oath to him that of the fruit of his body, according to the flesh, he would 
raise up the Christ to sit on his throne. 31 He, foreseeing this, spoke concerning the resurrection of 
the Christ, that His soul was not left in Hades, nor did His flesh see corruption. 3Z This Jesus God has 
raised up, of which we are all witnesses. 33 Therefore being exalted to the right hand of God, and 
having received from the Father the promise of the Holy Spirit, He poured out this which you now 
see and hear. 34 "For David did not ascend into the heavens, but he says himself: 'The Lord said to my 
Lord, "Sit at My right hand, 35 till I make your enemies your footstool. "' ^"Therefore let all the house of 
Israel know assuredly that God has made this Jesus, whom you crucified, both Lord and Christ." 
37 Now when they heard this, they were cut to the heart, and said to Peter and the rest of the 
apostles, "Men and brethren, what shall we do?" 38 Then Peter said to them, "Repent, and let every 
one of you be baptized in the name of Jesus Christ for the remission of sins; and you shall receive 
the gift of the Holy Spirit. 39 For the promise is to you and to your children, and to all who are afar 
off, as many as the Lord our God will call." 40 And with many other words he testified and exhorted 
them, saying, "Be saved from this perverse generation." 41 Then those who gladly received his word 
were baptized; and that day about three thousand souls were added to them. 
John 14:6 6 Jesus said to him, "I am the way, the truth, and the life. No one comes to the Father 
except through Me. 

Romans 10:9 - 10 9 that if you confess with your mouth the Lord Jesus and believe in your heart 
that God has raised Him from the dead, you will be saved. 10 For with the heart one believes unto 
righteousness, and with the mouth confession is made unto salvation. 

Romans 6:4 4 Therefore we were buried with Him through baptism into death, that just as Christ 
was raised from the dead by the glory of the Father, even so we also should walk in newness of life.

Acts 3:19 - 20 "Repent, therefore, and be converted, that your sins maybe blotted out, so that 

times of refreshing may come from the presence of the Lord, 20 and that He may send Jesus Christ, 

who was preached to you before. 

Ephesians 2:8-9 8 For by grace you have been saved through faith, and that not of yourselves; it is 

the gift of God, 9 not of works, lest anyone should boast. 

John 1:12 12 But as many as received Him, to them He gave the right to become children of God, to 

those who believe in His name. 

Romans 5:1-2 iTherefore, having been justified by faith, we have peace with God through our 

Lord Jesus Christ, 2 through whom also we have access by faith into this grace in which we stand, 

and rejoice in hope of the glory of God. 

PARAGRAPH #19 

2 Corinthians 5:17 "Therefore, if anyone is in Christ, he is a new creation; old things have passed 
away; behold, all things have become new. 

2 Corinthians 3:18 18 But we all, with unveiled face, beholding as in a mirror the glory of the Lord, 
are being transformed into the same image from glory to glory, just as by the Spirit of the Lord.
